8 0 per cent. 
In the fo llo wing y ear it beg an an ex ist­ 
ence in ex ile, with its shrunken activ ities 
transferred in larg e part to Mo ntreal, 
Washing to n, and Princeto n, N. J . 
Thus frag mented, smo thered by the heat 
and smo ke o f the g reat war it was created 
to prev ent, the Leag ue quietly ex pired. 
Years befo re, a French writer had penned 
a premature epitaph: 
“ The Leag ue o f Natio ns has prev ented 
no thing and allo wed ev ery thing do ne. It has 
allo wed 27 co ni bets. It is a fo menter o f 
war.” 
Curio usly , tho ug h, ev en as it mo v ed 
steadily to ward ex tinctio n, the leag ue in 
19 39 mustered o ne last o unce o f co urag e. 
Under spur fro m sev eral Latin natio ns, it 
branded Russia an ag g resso r ag ainst Fin­ 
land, and firmly bo o ted the So v iet Unio n 
o ut o f the Leag ue. 
As a dy ing g asp, it was mo derately im­ 
pressiv e. We must dare to ho pe in the 
U.N.’s 19 6 1 crisis that its g reat multitude 
o f members can muster the will and the 
co urag e to act at least as impressiv ely to 
sav e the o ld Leag ue’s mo re ro bust — y et 
no w -g rav ely menaced—descendant ag ency .

WAGES A N D W ELFARE 


Joseph O ’Su lliv an of S an F rancisco, in a le tte r 
to me abou t m u sicians, m akes a m ost in terestin g 
observ ation Am the law of wages. H e says: 
“W hat these m u sicians w ant, as does ev ery 
com petent 
w o rk m an —be 
he 
an 
electrician, 
a 
bricklayer, a plu m ber, or ev en a fiddler— is pay 
com m enserate (sic) w ith his contribu tion to the 
pu blic w elfare.” 
W ages are paid w ith fou r facto rs in v iew: 
1. T he pu rchasing pow er of the dollar; 
2. T he su pply of the particu la r w age-earners; 
3. The w illingness of the w orkers to accept the 
offered pay; 
4. T he adv antage of w ages ov er u nem ploym ent 
insu rance. 
I shall deal w ith this in detail: 
I and 2. A sten o g rapher in New York will de­ 
m and abou t $80 a w eek. In 1961 she is not likely 
to be as com petent as in 1920 althou gh she ap. 
parently gets m ore m oney. The reason is tha t the 
pu rchasing pow er of the dollar is w orth less and 
the possibility of earn in g m ore as a m anicu rist 
or a receptionist is g rea ter. T herefore the re is a 
shortage of stenographers arid m ore has to be 
paid for them . Sim ilarly, there is a sho rtag e of 
nu rses and o ther skilled w orkers. F or m any pu r­ 
poses, the u nskilled w o rk er is ju st as good. 
College g rad u ates m u st often be classed as u n ­ 
skilled w orkers becau se w hat they hav e learned 
in college is of no adv an tag e to anyone bu t to 
them selv es. T hey hav e not gained a saleable skill. 
On the o ther hand, a plu m ber has an u nu su al and 
v alu able skill. U nder the system of edu cation now 
in v ogu e in the U nited S tates, less than a M as­ 
te r’s D egree is indicativ e of little specialized skill. 
3. T here w as a tim e w hen the w orker accepted 
any w age tha t he w as offerer!. In the M cKinley 
cam paign of m y childhood, the phrase, ‘‘A dollar 
a day and a fu ll d inner pail,* represented great 
progress. W orkers did a m inim u m ot a 54-hou r 
week and the early labor u nions of Sam C om pels 
dem anded an eight-hou r day. 
Today the w o rk er has the m ass protection of 
labor u nions w hich m eans tha t he does not ac­ 
cept pay or the hou rs of em ploym ent offered. rIhe 
u nions negotiate fo r the w orkers and if an em ­ 
ployer is u nw illing to bargain w ith the u nion, all 
the w orkers go on strik e w hich can dam age a 
bu siness. 
* 
If a w o rk er is dissatisfied, his u nion will get 
him a job in some o the r com pany. From the sta n d ­ 
point of the w orker, he is no longer a pa rt of the 
indu stry in w hich he w orks; he is a m em ber of 
the u nion w hich fights for him, for Hie du es it re ­ 
ceiv es from him. 
. 
The w orker therefo re can accept or reje ct the 
wages offered, regardless of the needs of the em ­ 
ployer for w orkers 
or the needs of the w o rk er for

T his brings u s to the fo u rth fac to r in this 
situ ation, nam ely u nem ploym ent insu rance which, 
w hatev er its v irtu es, has w orked ou t to pro tect 
the lazy, the incom petent, the im pu dent. In tact, 
a w orker who w an ts to be fired so tha t he can 
get u nem ploym ent insu rance will create issu es 
with the object of being dism issed. 
The relationship of the job to skill does not 
appear in all this. If an assistan t professor in a 
u niv ersity receiv es a sm aller com pensation than 
one of H offa’s du es-payers, it is becau se, as an 
econom ic proposition, tha t is all the job is w orth. 
Ev en if professors w ere to u nionize as N ew York 
school teachers hav e attem pted to do, the wage 
situ ation of teachers on any lev el w ou ld not im ­ 
prov e g reatly becau se the su pply of com petent 
persons in this field is presu m ably g re a te r than 
the dem and. I say presu m ably, becau se if the 
whole tru th w ere told, the re are too few com ­ 
petent teachers w hich explains w hy a stu d en t m a­ 
jors in a su bject 
and know s little o r 
nothing 
abou t it.

... 
Tile su bject of pu blic w elfare or social w elfare 
does not en te r into th is d iscu ssio n 
at all. It m ay 
be tru e th a t a m u sician adds to the cu ltu re of a 
n a tio n 'bu t no nation places the v alu e of the m u ­ 
sician abov e tha t of a m issile w orker. Ev en in 
Sov iet Ru ssia, w here cu ltu ral w orkers a re be tte r 
paid than in m any cou ntries, a m u sician is not 
paid m ore than a factory' w o rk er or a factory 
m anager, depending on the lev el of the job. In 
M ozart’s tim e, a noblem an m ight hav e su bsidized 
a m u sician, bu t su ch a su bsidy w ou ld not be ac. 
cepted by Local 802 of the M u sician’s Union for 
a flu tist in the M et.

This represented" almost 8 per 
cent of the 401 public bills and 
resolutions that were enacted. 
All 31 were either introduced or 
co-sponsored by Sens. Jacob K. 
davits and Kenneth B. Keating,

Kmamiel Ceiler, D-N.Y., of the 
House Judiciary Committee. 
This, however, does not mean 
that ideas pressed by all 45 New 
York members of Congress failed 
to win enactment into law. 
Many private bills they intro­

Since House rules prevent mem­

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LEAGUE’S FATE HAUNTS U.N. 
The slow' death of the old League of Na­ 
tions stands as a painful exhibit to those 
countries who, in troubled 1961, threatened 
by inaction to bring the more powerfully 
constituted United Nations to similar im­ 
potence. 
Well remarked, of course, was the im­ 
pact on the league of the withdrawals of 
such nations as Germany, Italy and Japan 
in the mid-1930s. 
Fully documented, too, was the League’s 
failure to apply really stiff economic sanc­ 
tions 
against 
Italy 
when 
it 
attacked 
Ethiopia in 1935. 
Nobody needs a reminder as to how the 
League suffered from the absence of the 
United States from membership, or from 
the rising trend among British and French 
leaders to rely less and less upon the agency 
as world political problems grew more 
serious. 
What comes as a sharp surprise Is to look 
back and find that so many other countries 
were abandoning the league at the critical 
hour. By early 1939, IO Latin American 
lands had pulled out, and later three more 
quit. Hungary left the fold. Altogether, in 
loss than a year and a half, 16 nations re­ 
signed or served notice. 
With war just over the horizon in 1939, 
the league’s agenda had 
been 
largely 
strii>[>ed of burning political controversies, 
and members fxisied themselves discussing 
the narcotics traffic, intellectual co-opera­ 
tion, transit and communications. 
Ironically, that year the league cele­ 
brated its faltering life with a 100-foot-high 
building at the New York World’s Fair. By 
then its permanent staff had been slashed 
80 per cent. 
In the following year it began an exist­ 
ence in exile, with its shrunken activities 
transferred in large part to Montreal, 
Washington, and Princeton, N. J. 
Thus fragmented, smothered by the heat 
and smoke of the great war it was created 
to prevent, the League quietly expired. 
Years before, a French writer had penned 
a premature epitaph: 
“The League of Nations has prevented 
nothing and allowed e v e r y t h i n g done. It has 
allowed 27 conflicts. It is a fomenter of 
war.” 
ruinously, though, even as it moved 
steadily toward extinction, the league in 
1939 mustered one last ounce of courage. 
Under spur from several Latin nations, it 
branded Russia an aggressor against Fin­ 
land, and firmly booted the Soviet Union 
out of the League. 


A s a dying gasp, it was moderately im 
pressive. We must dare to hope in the 
U.N.’s 1961 crisis that its great multitude 
of members can muster the will and the 
courage to act at least as impressively to 
save the old League’s more robust — yet 
now -gravely menaced—descendant agency. 


ON A GOLDEN DAY

WAGES AND WELFARE 
Joseph O’Sullivan of San Francisco, in a letter 
to me about musicians, makes a most interesting 
observation ain the law of wages. He says: 
“W hat these musicians want, as does every 
competent w orkm an—be he an electrician, a 
bricklayer, a plumber, or even a fiddler—is pay 
commenserate (sic) with his contribution to the 
public w elfare.” 
Wages are paid with four factors in view: 
1. The purchasing power of the dollar: 
2. The supply of the particular wa go-earners; 
3. The willingness of the workers to accept the 
offered pay; 
4. Tile advantage of wages over unemployment 
insurance. 
I shall deal with this in detail: 
I. and 2. A stenographer in New' York will de­ 
mand about $80 a week. In 1961 she is not likely 
to be as competent as in 1920 although she ap. 
parently gets more money. The reason is that the 
purchasing power of tho dollar is worth less and 
the possibility of earning more as a manicurist 
or a receptionist is greater. Therefore there is a 
shortage of stenographers and more has to be 
paid for them. Similarly, there is a shortage of 
nurses and other skilled workers. For many pur­ 
poses, the unskilled worker is just as good. 
College graduates must often be classed as un­ 
skilled workers because what they have learned 
in college is of no advantage to anyone but to 
themselves. They have not gained a saleable skill. 
On the other hand, a plumber has an unusual and 
valuable skill. Under the system of education now' 
in vogue in the United States, less than a Mas­ 
ter’s Degree is indicative of little specialized skill. 
3. There was a time when the worker accepted 
any wage th at he was offered. In the McKinley 
campaign of my childhood, the phrase, “A dollar 
a day and a full dinner pail * represented great 
progress. W orkers did a minimum of a 54-hour 
week and the early labor unions of Sam Gompers 
demanded an eight-hour day. 
Today the w orker has the mass project ion of 
labor unions which means that he does not ac­ 
cept pay or the hours of employment offered. The 
unions negotiate for the worker* and if an em ­ 
ployer is unwilling to bargain with the union, all 
the w orkers go on strike which can damage a 
business. 
If a w orker is dissatisfied, his union will get 
him a job in some other company. From the stand­ 
point of the worker, he is no longer a part of the 
industry in which he works; he is a member of 
the union which fights for him, for the dues It re­ 
ceives from him. 
The w orker therefore can accept or reject the 
wages offered, regardless of the needs of the em­ 
ployer for workers or the needs of the worker for 
ft job. 
4. This brings us to the fourth factor rn this 
situation, namely unemployment insurance which, 
whatever its virtues, has worked out to protect 
the lazy, the incompetent, the impudent. In tact, 
a w’orker who w’ants to be fired so th at he can 
get unemployment insurance will create issues 
with the object of being dismissed. 
The relationship of the job to skill does not 
appear in ail this. If an assistant professor in a 
university receives a sm aller compea^ation than 
one of Hoffa’s dues-payers, it is because, as an 
economic proposition, that is all the job is worth. 
Even if professors were to unionize as New York 
school teacher's have attem pted to do, the wage 
situation of teachers on any level would not im­ 
prove greatly because the supply of competent 
persons in this field is presumably greater than 
the demand. I say presumably, because if the 
whole truth were told, there are too few com­ 
petent teachers which explains why a student m a­ 
jors in a subject and knows little or nothing 
about it. 
The subject of public welfare or social w-elfare 
does not enter into this discussion at all. It may 
be true that a musician adds to the culture of a 
nation* but no nation places the value of the mu­ 
sician above that of a missile worker. Even in 
Son let Russia, where cultural workers are better 
paid than in many countries, a musician is not 
paid more than a factory' worker or a factory 
m anager, depending on the level of the job. In 
Mozart’s time, a nobleman might have subsidized 
a musician, but «uch a subsidy would not be ac.

At their sale 
you could buy a spool of cotton 
for four cents. Tam O'Shanters 
then in style could be had for 
25 and 50 cents. Fine kid gloves 
for 59 cents and up. Lace curtain* 
were 67 cents and up. Dotted 
Swiss wash goods could be had 
for seven cents a yard and French 
ginghams for 15 cents. Cotton 
blankets wore 69 cents and up. 
Wool blankets were $2.75. 
This Saturday Pine H ill Sen­ 
tinel of Feb. 13, 1909 has In its 
Home News column: “One of the 
noticeable 
incidents 
connected 
with the Lincoln Day celebration 
in the Pine H ill school was the 
fact that the child, of only one 
Civil W ar veteran attends the 
grammar department and that 
child being Miss Gladys Morgan, 
daughter of E. D. Morgan” They 
further say: 
Edward Ford of

clam, actually forces the clam 
shell to open just a tiny crack.

1962. 
The m ohair 
support 
price is set at 74 cents per 
pound. 
According to E. M. Wood, Ul­ 
ster County Agricultural Stabili­ 
zation and Conservation Com­ 
m ittee chairm an, the 1962 price 
for wool is the same as for the 
-first seven years of the pro­ 
gram, 
1954 through

years.
